Appropriate $8620 Toward Appeal 


Ambulance Fund Buoyed By 
Grayling Township Move

New Year’s Day was a good day for the Crawford 
County Ambulance Fund Drive. The appeal to raise fun- 
ds to purchase a much-needed new county ambulance had 


hit the half way mark. Monday, January 7th was even 
better. At the regular meeting of the Grayling Township 


Board, a resolution was passed to enter into an 
agreement with the Board of Commissioners to pay 
toward the fund $4310 per year over the next two years 
for ambulance service for the township. This allotment is 
to go toward the ambulance drive-$8620 total over two 
years-and is based on $2 per capita township population. 
According to township treasurer Beth Wieland, the 
agreement is subject to approval of course by the Com- 


missioners. 


This boosts the total contributions so far to almost 
@ 826,000 toward the $35,000 goal! The balance is needed 
by February 29th in order to insure delivery. 
The appeal is almost a sure bet now to succeed and 
probably before the end of February deadline. 
When the vehicle is received it will replace a 7-year 
old ambulance that in 1979 carried over 300 patients to 
medical care facilities. The old vehicle wil! be used on a 


standby basis. 


According to Chairperson Gloria Kraus, a number of 
other activities are being planned on behalf of the drive,

Grayling Players To 
Present Courtroom Drama 


Just what did happen in 
the financial wizard’s pen- 
thouse on that wintry 
night? Did his secretary 
and ‘“‘dear friend’’ murder 
him, or did someone else? 
Or was it even he whose 
corpse was found? Sparks 
fly in this gripping court- 
room drama to be presen- 
ted by the Grayling High 
School Players on Satur- 
day and Sunday, January 
12 and 13, chronicling the 
trial where the audience’s 
own jury sits on judgement 
on the accused, | . 

One of the most popular 
dramas of the century, 
“The Night of January 
16th” which first scored a 
season’s run in New York 
in 1935 and has been more 
frequently produced ever 
since, in stock and com- 
munity theatre, than any 
other suspense play ever 
written, The play, written 


by Ayn Rand, has its entire 
action set in a courtroom 
during the trial of a pretty 
young woman charged 
with murder. The play has 
an unusual feature in that 
members of the audience 
are invited to the stage to 
become an integral part of 
the performance. 
Specifically, they are 
brought in as jurymen to 
hear and decide on the 
evidence. The play’s action 
begins as the names of 
potential jurymen, (theatre 
goers who leave cards at 
the box office on their way 
into the theatre, 
betokening their 
willingness to serve) are 
drawn from a_ revolving 
drum, in the manner that is 
customary in most court 
houses throughout the 
world. After these who are 
chosen are ushered into a 
jury-box on the stage, the

trial itself will begin. At 
the end they will give a 
verdict of guilty or not 
guilty as the startling tur- 
ns of evidence seem to 
warrant. The play’s script 
has two alternative en- 
dings to fit whichever ver- 
dict is announced. 

The testimony turns out 
to be so evenly matched for 
and against the accused, 
and so many new pieces of 
evidence keep unexpec- 
tedly turning up, that the 
verdict is indeed a close 
thing. The defendant’s 
beauty and her attorney’s 
cleverness and eloquence 
do not always get her an 
acquittal. During the 
show’s original 232 per- 
formances in New York, 
the pretty defendant was 
set free 141 times, but

Firemen Called

Grayling Firemen were 
called out twice over this 
past weekend, responding 
to two, early-morning area 
fires. 

Fire Chief Joe White said 
that trucks were called to 
the Florence Douglas 
residence off Wakeley 
Bridge Rd. about 1:00 a.m. 
Monday morning when a 
blaze was ignited by a 
defective chimney from a 
wood burning stove. No 
injuries were reported in 
the incident which resulted 
in severe damage to the 
living and dining reom 
areas of the home. 

At 4:58 a.m. on Sunday, 
January 6th, firemen re- 
sponded to a fire at the 
Floyd Argue residence on 
M-72 at Eagle Point. The 
blaze, started by a fire- 
place, caused minor 
damage to the floor of the 
home. 

White also reported that 
firemen responded to a call 
reporting a fire at a 
residence in Karen Wocds 
which turned out to be a 
false alarm. 

Fire runs for firemen 
were up in 1979 with 104 
runs made during the year 
compared to 82 in 1978. 


Expansion Fund Drive Hits 92% Mark 


Mercy Hospital Eyes 
March 1st Opening

March ist still remains 
the target date for the 
opening of at least a por- 
tion of Mercy Hospital’s 
new $8 million dolar ad- 
dition, one expected to 
vastly expand and improve 
medical services in the 
Grayling area. Public 
Relations Director Jack 
Witter said the area fund 
raising campaign had hit 
92% of its goal with 
$463,000 pledged so far. 
The fund drive, which star- 
ted in 1978 with a goal of 
$500,000, still continues 
with an active mail appeal 
through the hospital’s 
campaign and_ public 
relations office. 

Meanwhile, construction 
work continues on schedule 
with workers preparing the 
second floor for occupancy 
by the first of March. Ex- 


terior work is essentially 
complete except for 
driveway and road paving 
work expected this spring. 

A tour of the facility 


reveals second-floor 
patient rooms already 
taking on a_ cheerful, 
finished look as painting 
work continues in the 
private, semi-private and 
acute care rooms the 


facility will house. ‘‘Chan- 
ces are we will move 
patients into second floor 
rooms while work still con- 
tinues downstairs,’’ Witter 
said, “that will enable 
renovation work to begin in 
our existing building.’’ Ex- 
tensive remodeling for 
completion this fall. 
Already, new, modern, ad- 
vanced medical equipment 
is on hand ready for in- 
stallation as soon as the 
construction schedule 


permits. Significant 
hospital service improve- 
ments will include the 
following: 


-Radiology-a full range of 
non-cardiac vascular pro- 
cedures, fluoroscoping un- 
der general anesthesia and 
abdominal ultrasound. 

-Operating Suite-a full 


range of orthopedic 
surgery.

Radiology-Mamography. 

-EKG-Electroencepha 
lography & Treadmill 
Stress testing.

{The Old Law;) 
Under the old rule horne 
sellers age 65 or older could 
avoid tax on their profits 


on the first $35,000 of their § 
home’s sale price. ‘'The § 


over 65 rule’ is cancelled 
by the 1978 tax law. 


The old rule also covered | 


allowable tax deferments 
to home sellers of any age 
who sell their principle 
residence and buy a re- 
placement. This rule could 
be used only once every 18 
months, it can new be used 
more often. - 

The old law set a 
maximum 25 per cent tax 
rate on the first $50,000 of 
long term capital gains. On 
Jan. 1, 1979, this rule. is 
replaced with a new ‘‘alter- 
native minimum tax"’ that 
depends on the sale price 
and other factors. 

(The New Law:) 

The new law on capital 
gains taxes in the sale of a 
house allows the first 
$100,000 of a qualified 
home seller’s profit to be 
completely tax free if the 
owner is 55 or older on the 
date of sale. . 

This can be used only on- 
ce in a lifetime. The owner 
must have lived in the 
home for three of the past 
five years before he sells. 
Also, it applies to the sale 
of a personal residence af- 
ter July 26, 1978, It is also 
retroactive to con- 


dominium and cooperative § 


apartment sales closed af- 
ter that date. 
There are also other 
significant changes affec- 
ting the deferment of profit 
taxes on finding and im- 


proving a home 
replacement, 
Also, effective Nov. 


1978, the long term capital 
gains tax exclusion in- 
crease from 50 to 60 per- 
cent.
